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Police investigation a ‘witch hunt’: Grell

Police are investigating the 
embattled Edmonton Catholic 
School Board District after receiv¬ 
ing a complaint that an audio 
recording of an important board 
meeting was allegedly erased 
earlier this month. 

District spokesperson Lori 
Nagy confirmed police are 
investigating a “mischief com¬ 
plaint” linked to the alleged 
erasure of a recording from an 


Oct. 1 board meeting. The meet¬ 
ing in question was to evalu¬ 
ate the performance of Supt. 
Joan Carr. 

“All meetings get recorded,” 
Nagy said, adding that in this 
case, “it was just a recording of 
the evaluation.” 

Sources confirmed that after 
the meeting ended and board 
members left, trustees Patri¬ 
cia Grell and newly-elected 


chairperson Marilyn Bergstra 
remained in the room. 

Grell told Metro she and Berg¬ 
stra “were having a private con¬ 
versation” when they realized 
the recorder was still recording. 

“We wanted to rewind it just a 
little bit and erase what our con¬ 
versation was about, and what 
happened is we must have erased 
the whole thing,” she said. 

Grell said she suspects who¬ 


ever filed the mischief complaint 
has an agenda to “discredit trust¬ 
ee Bergstra,” who was elected 
to the board’s chair Tuesday, as 
well as herself. 

“ft sounds slightly like a little 
bit of a witch hunt to me.” 

Bergstra declined an offer to 
comment. 

Grell said the infighting valid¬ 
ates Education Minister David 
Eggen’s decision to appoint an 


intervener to the board. 

“This is the veiy kind of thing 
we need to talk about,” she said. 
“The bullying that goes on be¬ 
tween trustees, just because they 
might take a stand that is differ¬ 
ent than others.” 

A spokesperson for Eggen’s 
office confirmed to Metro the 
minister is aware of the investiga¬ 
tion and will leave it to the police.

The heartbreaking story of 
three Albertan girls buried 
alive in canola seeds Tuesday 
has triggered an outpouring 
of support from around the 
world. 

And it was Dave Brand who 
gave them all a way to con¬ 
tribute. 

On Wednesday at about 5 
p.m. Brand — who lives about 
a kilometre from the parents 
of Catie, Jana and Dara Bott, 
who died Tuesday of suffoca¬ 
tion after being buried in a 
truckload of canola — cre¬ 
ated a GoFundMe campaign 
to raise money for the family. 

As of press time, the cam¬ 
paign had raised more than 
$60,000 in just 24 hours. 

“As you can probably im¬ 
agine, the family 
needs much more 
than money at 
this point — they 
need support 
and lots of other 
things from the 
community,” said 
Brand, whose own 
two children were 
friends with Catie, 

13, and 11-year- 
old twins Jana 
and Dara. 

“But there are costs that 
are going to be incurred and 
nobody knows at this point 
but there’s always potential 
for loss of income,” he said. 
“As a farming family, there’s 
always that possibility.” 

Perhaps the most touching 


The Bott family contributed 

part of Brand’s campaign is 
the global scope of the re¬ 
sponse. People from as far off 
as Australia and New Zealand 
have looked at the site, Brand 
said, and people from Europe 
and the U.S. have donated. 

Words of support have ar¬ 
rived along with dollars. “I 
know my donation won’t go 
far but put it with a thou¬ 
sand others and 
it will,” writes one 
donor. “Our family 
is thinking about 
yours today.” 

Brand said he 
intends to keep 
the campaign go¬ 
ing as long as do¬ 
nations pour in 
— he’s already 
had to adjust the 
money target from 
its original $10,000 — and 
that he hopes to gather all 
the comments to present to 
the family, who he considers 
close friends. 

“The true benefit has been 
the emotional support that’s 
come through from the do¬ 
nators,” he said. 


A GoFundMe 
campaign to 
raise money for

Something about Edmonton’s 
McKay Avenue School gives 
Samantha Pham the creeps. 

Maybe it’s the old, empty hall¬ 
ways from what was once Al¬ 
berta’s first legislative assembly, 


or the eerie stillness of the long- 
abandoned classrooms. 

Or maybe it’s the construc¬ 
tion worker who, in 1912, was 
killed after falling off the roof 
of the school. Some say he now 
haunts the place. 

For Pham, that makes McKay 
the perfect spot for a haunted 
Halloween night. 

“I was looking for something 
to do on Halloween and thought, 
‘Why not just host my own 
event?”’ Pham said. “I’ve always 
been fascinated with the para¬ 
normal. I watch all those shows 
on haunted investigations and 
always thought it was really cool.” 

Pham has organized a para¬ 
normal investigation workshop 


on Oct. 30 alongside Jeremie 
Buchberger, the lead investiga¬ 
tor of Edmonton’s Pandemonium 
Paranormal. 

It’s the first live paranormal 
experience ever offered to the 
public in the city, she said. 

Armed with motion sensors, 
video cameras, highly sensitive 
microphones and a control room 
filled with live-streaming tele¬ 
visions, five paranormal investi¬ 
gators will lead three groups of 
10 people through the school in 
the evening in hopes of witness¬ 
ing paranormal activity. 

Participants will tour the 
school for an hour followed by 
an hour-and-a-half discussion 
with the paranormal investiga¬ 


tors. At the end of the night, 
eveiyone will watch and listen 
to the gathered footage. 

After speaking with the 
school’s supervisor, Pham said 
she’s certain things are bound 
to go bump in the night. 

“She said one day she was 
in the archives room in the 
basement. The next day when 
she went to open the school, 
all the papers were scattered 
everywhere across the room,” 
Pham said. 

“But she was the last one 
there, and the room was locked.”

Get your 
flu shot, 
says AHS

As Alberta saw its first flu out¬ 
break this year at a long-term 
care facility in Edmonton, some 
are questioning the effectiveness 
of this year’s vaccine. 

Last year, a type A influenza 
(H3N2) — the same strain that 
was found in the Edmonton 
facility — proved to be chal¬ 
lenging for the province — the 
strain mutated, meaning vac¬ 
cines against H3N2 were virtu¬ 
ally ineffective. 

There have also been three 
H3N2 flu outbreaks in B.C. this 
year — higher than expected at 
a time when most aren’t vac¬ 
cinated. 

“These (cases) indicate H3N2 
might be the dominant strain 
again,” said Glen Armstrong, a 
University of Calgaiy professor 
in the department of microbiol¬ 
ogy, immunology and infectious 
diseases. “But it’s still too early 
to say that strain will be domin¬ 
ant as the flu season progresses.” 

Effectiveness against H3N2 
was basically zero per cent last 
year, he added. He predicted this 
year’s effectiveness against H3N2 
is around the 50 per cent mark. 

Still, officials with Alberta 
Health Services told reporters 
Thursday that people should get 
flu shots to best protect them¬ 
selves from the respiratoiy vims. 
Vaccinations are open to the 
public on Oct. 20. 

“Chances are (people) will be 
exposed,” said Dr. Geny Predy, 
AHS senior medical officer of 
health. “Don’t take that chance 
... protect yourself to protect 
others.” 

Alberta Health has enough 
vaccine supply for 40 per cent 
of the population. Last year, 30 
per cent of Albertans were im¬ 
munized.

innovative artist,” van Gogh 
said. “Vincent found consola¬ 
tion in nature, and he appeals 
to so many people because he 
painted eveiybody’s lives in a 
symbolic way.” 

For the first time in Canada, 
nine replica paintings from the 
famed post-impressionist painter 
will be on display at Southgate 
Centre from Oct. 16 to Nov. 19. 

The pop-up Van Gogh Mu¬ 
seum Edition Collection ex¬ 
hibit includes paintings that 
demonstrate a variety of the 
Dutch artist’s celebrated work. 
The paintings were replicated 
through a partnership between 
the Van Gogh Museum and Fuji- 
film using a technology called

reliefography, which copies the 
original paintings down to each 
three-dimensional bmsh stroke. 

The reproductions took seven 
years to create, and are now for 
sale for $40,000 each. There are 
only 260 of them available in 
the world. 

“From the naked eye, you 
don’t see any difference,” the 
paintings’ distributor Diedriclc 


van Eclc said. “The back of the 
paintings are exactly alike and 
they’re numbered and certified 
by the museum.” 

The paintings have already 
made stops in Hong Kong, Bei¬ 
jing and Los Angeles. From Ed¬ 
monton, they will travel on to 
Vancouver. It’s a dream come 
true for art fans, but also for 
the late van Gogh, van Eclc said. 

“He once wrote a letter to his 
brother, Theo, in which he said 
Wouldn’t it be wonderful if one 
day we could have reproduc¬ 
tions so that everybody would 
understand what I’m trying to 
express?’ 

“It’s fulfilling a big wish he 
had.”

40% of 
LRTs can’t 
use tracks

Forty per cent of Edmonton’s 
94 train light-rail fleet has yet 
to be upgraded to run on the 
newly opened Metro Line, a situ¬ 
ation that sees the city point¬ 
ing fingers yet again at Thales 
Canada and has “complicated” 
the entire system’s flexibility, 
according to officials. 

After a closed-door update 
last week, Mayor Don Iveson 
said Thales is “nowhere near” 
done retrofitting trains and that 
while close to complete, the 
fleet should have been ready 
21 months ago. 

Wayne Mandrylc, branch 
manager for LRT design and 
construction, said all of the 
trains awaiting Thales retro¬ 
fits are the city’s older models, 
and there’s difficulty “mariying 
older technology to the newer 
(signalling) system.” 

All 57 of the cars currently 
capable of running on the Metro 
Line — the first and only cars 
Thales has retrofitted — are 
Siemens SD-160 models, and 
were all brought into the city’s 
fleet around 2006. 

“They’ve given us enough 
vehicles to run the NAIT line 
with the SD 160s,” Mandrylc 
said. “What we can’t do is run 
the old vehicles yet. That re¬ 
duces (the fleet’s) flexibility 
and complicates booking be¬ 
cause those 37 older cars are 
restricted.” 

In order for trains to be more 
frequent on the Metro Line — 
with 10 minute separation rath¬ 
er than the current 15 — more 
trains need to be equipped and 
certified to work on the Metro 
line’s communications-based 
train control signalling system, 
which Mandiylc said Thales is 
“still working on.” 

“They will probably certify 
them all at once.”

Growth 


Metro: There are a lot of con¬ 
cerns in the city about how to 
fund the growth of Edmonton, 
whether it is transit or some of 
the other needed infrastructure. 
What can the Conservatives of¬ 
fer Edmonton? 

Lake: As MPs we obviously 
sit down with our counterparts 
in the various orders of govern¬ 
ment, and have conversations 
about the values and the things 
that are important to our con¬ 
stituents. 

When you take a look at our 
record over time — because it’s 
important to look at our record 
— on a per-year basis you are 
seeing eight times more funding 
under our government than the 
previous government in Alberta 
for infrastructure 

We doubled the gas tax and 
we made it permanent and 
that makes a huge difference 
in terms of infrastructure spend¬ 
ing. 

Metro: All of the parties are 
offering at least a $1 billion a 
year for transit. One difference 
between you and the other par¬ 
ties is that you are running these 
projects through public private 
partnerships. 

What is the advantage to the 
P3 approach for taxpayers or 
cities? 

Ambrose: They don’t have to 
do a P3, but we require them to 
do a P3 screening so that if a P3 
is advantageous to the project,

then they can capitalize on that. 

There are a lot of income 
funds that are interested in in¬ 
vesting heavily into infrastruc¬ 
ture projects. They see it as a 
good place to park their money. 
It allows the public sector — be 
it the province or the City of 
Edmonton — to be able to in¬ 
vest less, so it’s a way to lever¬ 
age funds. 

Childcare 

Metro: We’re hearing con¬ 
cerns about the cost to daycare 
and access to daycare. Your party 
has put money directly in the 
hands of parents. Do you feel 
that’s the best way? 

Ambrose: I think a national 
institutional daycare program is 
very regressive and very back¬ 
ward-looking. The modern 
family is not a family where 
mom and dad work nine to five, 
Monday to Friday. 


Economy 

Metro: We have seen a slight 
turnaround in the economy na¬ 
tionally, but in Alberta we are 
still seeing layoffs and bank¬ 
ruptcy filings. What will Alberta 
see in the next couple of years 
in terms of a federal strategy 
to diversify and get us off the 
boom bust cycle? 

Ambrose: At the end of the 
day it is going to have to be 
about every Albertan making 
that decision and we have a de¬ 
partment literally just for that, 
which I am the minister of. It 
funds hundreds of millions of 
dollars to diversify the economy 
away from resources. 

That has been going on for 
decades and we still see this 
dependency. Why? Because it’s 
cheap to make money in the 
energy industiy. 

At the end of the day there 


are also companies that we 
hope will be able to start-up 
and hire people. They don’t 
need higher El premiums, they 
don’t need higher payroll taxes. 

Refugees 

Metro: The Syrian refugee 
crisis has really caught peoples’ 
attention. Do you feel like your 
government has done enough 
to help refugees? 

Uppal: This has been an issue 
that the government has al¬ 
ready been taking veiy seriously 
for quite some time and has 
already made commitments 
in the area. 

We were focused on it be¬ 
fore and will continue to do so. 
We have made commitments 
of over 20,000 refugees and 
we made an additional com¬ 
mitment of another 10,000 
refugees that will be settled 
by next year.

Edmonton Centre could — one 
day — have three LRT lines 
crisscrossing it. For that to hap¬ 
pen, of course, Edmonton will 
need a lot of federal cash. 

Unsurprisingly, all of the 
candidates in Edmonton Cen¬ 
tre say their party is willing to 
provide it. 


NDP candidate Gil McGowan 
said both his party and the Lib¬ 
erals are prepared to make that 
investment, but the NDP don’t 
want to do it with debt. 

“We think our approach is 
the more prudent approach. It 
will result in the construction 
of much needed public sector 
infrastructure, like transit, but 
it will do it by introducing a tax 
system that is fairer. 

He said an NDP government 
would recognize the importance 
of Canada’s big cities. 

Liberal candidate Randy Bois- 
sonnault said his party wants 
to make a major infrastructure 
investment. 

“We’re going to the table with 
the greatest infrastructure in¬ 
vestment. We are talking sev¬ 
eral billion dollars for this city 


alone,” he said. 

Boissonnault said Liberal lead¬ 
er Justin Trudeau, if elected, 
will meet with big city mayors 
regularly. 

“Fundamentally, we’re going 
to be a funding partner for big 
cities and on big cities issues.” 

Conservative Party candidate 
James Cumming said people 
should look to his party’s record. 

“This government has put 
forward the largest federal infra¬ 
structure investment in federal 
histoiy,” he said. 

Cumming said the only dif¬ 
ference between his parties and 
others is their sound fiscal man¬ 
agement. 

“We’re going to spend that 
kind of money and we’re still 
going to keep this budget in 
balance.”

Why are you running? 

After a career in both business and 
not-for-profit, chairing boards, chair¬ 
ing a variety of different organizations 
and also having a family grow up in 
the riding, I wanted to take that body 
of work and that experience I have, 
including growing jobs and helping 
not-for-profits, and take that to some 
of the policy decisions with the fed¬ 
eral government.

Uber illegal says Nenshi 

Calgary Mayor Naheed 
Nenshi is urging Calgarians 
not to drive for the service 
that has generated con¬ 
troversy in municipalities 
across the country, includ¬ 
ing Edmonton.

"I strongly suggest that 
you don't drive for Uber 
and that you don't use 
Uber until the insurance 
and regulatory issues are 
sorted out," Nenshi in a 
statement. "If you drive for 
Uber, you should be aware 
that you are breaking the 
law."

Over the course of last 
week, in a deeply franco¬ 
phone suburb of Montreal, 
2,017 students on one 
CEGEP campus cast a vote. 

None of those ballots 
will count on Monday's 
election. They're part of 
Student Vote, a non-parti¬ 
san push to engage young 
Canadians in politics via 
mock elections. 

But Semra Sevi, the 
26-year-old teacher who 
organized the vote, hopes 
at least some of the fake 
ballots will translate into 
real ones. 

Her students, aged 18 to 
24, are part of the elusive 
"youth vote" — the cohort 
hailed by Rick Mercer as 
a democratic silver bullet 
that could "change the 
country," and sought by 
groups like votesavvy.ca 
youthvote.ca, the Council 
of Canadians vote pledge, 
and even Elections Canada, 
which set up special polls 
on Canadian campuses to 
lure more young Can¬ 
adians. 

All these efforts are 
admirable, and I genuinely 
hope they work. Youth 
turnout sat at a dismal 
39 per cent last election, 
which means that 61 per 


cent of young people are 
getting exactly what they 
deserve from politicians 
this time around: noth¬ 
ing. Election platforms are 
offering to people under 
45 pennies for every dollar 
offered to those over 65, 
according to a Generation 
Squeeze report. 

Why, 

some ask, 
would polit¬ 
icians speak 
to a group 
that doesn't 
bother to 
vote? Why, 
others 
ask, would 
people vote 
for polit¬ 
icians who ignore them? 
Some call it apathy; others 
prefer cynicism. 

My view: we're spoiled 
brats. 

You know why young 
people don't feel the need 
to value democracy? 
Because they expect it. For 
most of us, life in Canada is 
pretty great. Even for those 
Canadian children growing 


up in poverty, there are still 
benefits to living in Canada 
that cannot be found in 
many places in the world 
— small freedoms, such as 
they are: the lack of a brutal 
dictator, free schools, clean 
air. 

When Semra Sevi was 
asking her students about 
voting, 
before she 
started the 
Student Vote 
campaign, 
they told 
her they felt 
ignored by 
politicians. 

"They 
didn't feel 
like polit¬ 
icians deserved their vote," 
she told me. 

But the question isn't 
whether politicians deserve 
your vote: it's whether 
democracy deserves your 
participation. 

Anyone who refuses 
to vote is freeloading. 

They are abdicating their 
responsibility, yes, but far 
more importantly, they are 


expecting the rest of us to 
pick up the slack. That's 
true even of those seeking 
political change through 
activism, who would lobby 
officials for change, without 
bothering to help elect 
them. 

I've been racking my 
brain trying to think up 
some kind of experience 
that we could give young 
people so they could no 
longer hold onto the ex¬ 
cuse of ignorance. 

Some kind of equivalent 
to the dangerous two-hour 
journey to school taken 
by a boy and his sister in 
Kenya, and depicted in 
the documentary On the 
Way to School. You know 
what the kids do when they 
finally get to class? They 
shut up and listen to their 
teacher. They had to work 
so hard just to get there, 
that they hungered for an 
education. 

And yet we, steeped as 
we are in the benefits of 
a rich democracy, seem 
already far too well-fed. 

If young people do not, 
a la Mercer, "change the 
country" this time around, 
I'll be hard pressed to hold 
out much hope for the next 
time. 

And what they say about 
us millennials will in fact be 
true: we have no idea how 
good we have it.

Grits lire back

The Dan Gagnier drag chute 
billowed out behind the Lib¬ 
eral campaign Thursday, giv¬ 
ing Stephen Harper and Tom 
Mulcair a badly needed chance 
to catch up to the apparent 
front-runner, Justin Trudeau. 

Trudeau, however, gave as 
good as he got — at least as 
far as the Conservative leader 
was concerned — by amping 
up the outrage over Rob and 
Doug Ford’s recent appearance 
on the Tory trail. 

Gagnier, the party’s cam¬ 
paign co-chairman, abruptly 
quit his volunteer post Wed¬ 
nesday after The Canadian 
Press disclosed details of an 
email in which he provides 
lobbying advice to an oil pipe¬ 
line company. 

That gave Harper and Mul¬ 
cair the perfect opportunity to 
take a swing at a long-standing 
Achilles heel for the Liberals: 
the sponsorship scandal. 

“They can try to put a 


fresh face on it, but behind 
the scenes it’s still the same 
old gang pulling the same old 
tricks,” said the NDP’s Mul¬ 
cair, who could barely contain 
his glee. 

“You can’t trust the Liberals. 
It’s the same old Liberal party.” 

Trudeau, Mulcair noted, has 
been campaigning alongside 
former Liberal stalwarts Jean 
Chretien and Paul Martin, 
who presided over the party 
during the sponsorship scan¬ 
dal, in which firms won con¬ 
tracts based on donations to 
the Liberals with little work 
being done. Some of the cash 
was kicked back to Liberal 
operatives. 

Harper, who was in Oppos¬ 
ition at the height of the con¬ 
troversy, also seized on the 
chance to break out some of 
his greatest hits. 

“I think we should all under¬ 
stand that the culture of the 
Liberal party that gave us 
the sponsorship scandal has 
not changed and it will not 
change.” 

For his part, Trudeau said 
Gagnier’s departure demon¬ 
strates that the Liberals “take 
ethical standards and respon¬ 
sibilities extremely seriously.”

Harper stays mum on majority 


Stephen Harper moved on to 
more optimistic turf for his 
party Thursday, starting a swing 
through Quebec after several 
days of sweating it out on the 
high-stalces electoral battlefield 
of Ontario. 

But he’s not quite optimistic 
enough to go where his Liberal 
rival did earlier this week when 
Justin Trudeau uttered the word 
“majority.” 

In response to a reporter’s 
question, Trudeau said he is 


asking voters to give his Liberal 
party a majority. Harper, who 
was burned in 2004 for making 
similar late-campaign remarks, 
made it clear Thursday he’s not 
following suit. Campaigning in 
Quebec, Harper was asked why 
he wasn’t making the same re¬ 
quest as Trudeau. 

“We never take voters for 
granted in my party. That’s not 
our approach,” Harper said. “This 
is a tight race. We’re here to en¬ 
courage choice.” 


The choice, as the Conserva¬ 
tive campaign puts it, is between 
a Liberal government that Harper 
says would drain money from 
Canadian wallets, and a Conserva¬ 
tive government that would help 
keep it there. It’s a point Harper 
has been illustrating all week by 
bringing a family or business 
owner up on stage to have them 
literally count out cash onto a 
waiting table, all to the inces¬ 
sant cha-ching of an old-timey 
cash register, the Canadian press

Employment Minister Pierre 
Poilievre expensed $2,200 for 
a trip to Winnipeg where he 
held a photo op to watch gov¬ 
ernment cheques for families 
coming off the presses. 

Expense records obtained by 
the Star show Poilievre billed 
the public for approximately 
$15,300 for travel while search¬ 
ing for families not signed up 
for enhanced child care bene¬ 
fits between mid-April and the 
end of June. 

Poilievre said his travels were 


important to meet Canadians 
on their own turf after being 
appointed minister of employ¬ 
ment and social development, 
and his office said he conducted 


other business on these trips. 

“It was important for me as 
a new minister of the largest 
department in government... to

Ambassador, hero Ken Taylor dies at 81 


Ken Taylor, Canada’s ambas¬ 
sador to Iran, who sheltered 
Americans at his residence 
during the 1979 Iran hostage 
crisis, has died. He was 81. 

Taylor’s wife, Pat, said Ken 
died Thursday after a two- 
month battle with colon can¬ 
cer. 

Taylor kept the Americans 
hidden at his residence and at 
the home of his deputy, John 
Sheardown, in Tehran for three 
months. Taylor facilitated their 
escape by arranging plane tick¬ 
ets and persuading the Ottawa 
government to issue fake pass¬ 
ports. 

Born in 1934 in Calgaiy, Tay¬ 
lor was heralded as a hero for 
helping save the Americans — 


a clandestine operation that 
had the full support of then 
Canadian Prime Minister Joe 
Clark’s government. In a post¬ 
ing on Twitter, Clark called 
Taylor a Canadian hero and a 
valued friend. 

Some of Taylor’s exploits in 
Iran in 1979 later became the 
subject of the 2012 Hollywood 
film, Argo. Taylor and others 
felt the film underplayed the 
role he and Canada played. 

Taylor’s wife said his legacy 
is his generosity. 

“He did all sorts of things 
for everyone without any ex¬ 
pectation of something coming 
back,” she told The Associated 
Press in a telephone interview. 

Canadian Prime Minister 


Stephen Harper said he was 
sad to learn of the news. 

“As Canada’s Ambassador to 
Iran during the Iranian Revolu¬ 
tion, Taylor valiantly risked his 
own life by shielding a group 
of American diplomats from 
capture,” Harper said. “Ken Tay¬ 
lor represented the very best 
that Canada’s foreign service 
has to offer.” 

Although Taylor’s actions 
were made famous in the mov¬ 
ie “Argo,” which won the 2013 
Oscar for best picture, Taylor 
and others felt slighted by the 
movie.

STI rates spike as Pap smears dwindle 


Young women in Ontario are 
being screened for sexually 
transmitted infections far less 
often since updated guidelines 
reduced the frequency of Pap 
tests for cervical cancer, a study 
suggests. 

Researchers at St. Michael’s 
Hospital in Toronto found the 
guidelines, which were rewrit¬ 
ten in 2012, reduced Pap smear 
rates by 60 per cent in the year 
after their introduction — and 
that led to a 50 per cent drop 
in gonorrhea and chlamydia 
testing among women aged 
15 to 24. Patients were also 
less likely to be screened for 


syphilis, hepatitis C and HIV. 

Prior to 2012, women were 
advised to start 
cervical cancer 
screening within 
three years of be¬ 
coming sexually 
active, followed 
by annual test¬ 
ing. After three 
normal Pap test re¬ 
sults, subsequent 
screening was rec¬ 
ommended every 
two or three years until age 70. 

The updated guidelines by 
Cancer Care Ontario recom¬ 
mend starting Pap tests at age 


21 for women who have been 
sexually active, with three- 
year screening 
intervals if test 
results are nor¬ 
mal. 

“Historically, 
we know that 
Pap tests and 
STI screening 
are linked be¬ 
cause they’re 
often per¬ 
formed at the 
same time,” said lead author 
Dr. Tali Bogler, a family phys¬ 
ician at St. Mike’s. 

But because women aren’t 


visiting their doctors as often 
for Pap smears, that’s caused 
a drop in screening for STIs, 
she said Thursday, noting that 
chlamydia and gonorrhea are 
common among young women 
and incidence of those infec¬ 
tions is on the rise. 

Researchers found rates 
of Pap smear testing among 
women in the study dropped 
from 42 per cent before the 
guideline change to 17 per 
cent after, and screening of 
gonorrhea and chlamydia de¬ 
creased from 40 per cent to 
20 per cent. 
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In the last decade, 
chlamydia rates have 
jumped 72 per cent, 
while gonorrhea rates 
have gone up by more 
than 50 per cent.

Russian allies 
carry out rare 
airstrike on 
ISIL position 

Syrian troops and their allies 
launched an offensive in the 
central province of Homs on 
Thursday and Russia’s gov¬ 
ernment said its warplanes 
carried out a rare airstrike 
near Damascus, targeting a 
position of the Islamic State 
of Iraq and the Levant (ISIL) 
southeast of the capital. 

The offensive came as a sen¬ 
ior Iranian official told repor¬ 
ters in Damascus that Tehran 
would consider sending troops 
to Syria only upon a request 
from the Syrian government. 

Alaeddin Boroujerdi, the 
head of a parliamentary com¬ 
mittee on national security 
and foreign policy, reiterat¬ 
ed his country’s full support 
for the Syrian government, 
stressing that a political solu¬ 
tion is the only way for Syria 
to emerge from the current 
crisis. 


Boroujerdi’s comments 
came despite reports that 
hundreds of Iranian troops 
have already been deployed 
in northern and central Syria, 
dramatically escalating Teh¬ 
ran’s involvement in the civil 
war as they join allied Hezbol¬ 
lah fighters in an ambitious 
offensive to wrest key areas 
from rebels. 

A regional official who has 


knowledge of operational de¬ 
tails in Syria told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press on Wednesday 
about 1,500 Iranian revolu¬ 
tionary guards have arrived in 
Syria in the past two weeks. 
Other Syrian activists also 
reported the fresh arrival of 
Iranian troops. 

Asked whether Iran has 
forces on the ground, Borou¬ 
jerdi said: “According to Iran’s 


anti-terrorism strategy, we 
submitted weapons and ex¬ 
perts to those two countries 
(Iraq and Syria). Any other 
request will be considered 
and debated in Iran.” 

Iranian and Syrian officials 
have long acknowledged Iran 
has advisers and military ex¬ 
perts in Syria, but denied the 
presence of any ground troops.

EU leaders moving 
to shore up borders 


Faced with a refugee emer¬ 
gency that is only likely to 
deepen, European Union 
leaders moved on Thursday 
to shore up the bloc’s borders 
to the outside world and fun¬ 
damentally reshape the way 
they deal with asylum seekers. 

The leaders also struggled 
to persuade a reluctant Tur¬ 
key to do more to stop tens 
of thousands of refugees en¬ 
tering Greece — offering vast 
amounts of money, easing visa 
restrictions for Turkish citizens 
and accelerating the country’s 
EU membership talks. 

According to draft conclu¬ 
sions seen by The Associated 
Press, an action plan for An¬ 
kara to help it manage the 
impact of some two million 
refugees will be rapidly imple¬ 
mented, and diplomats said 
that the country could receive 
several billion euros in addi¬ 
tional funds. 

But as the leaders met, sen¬ 
ior EU officials lashed out at 
the leaders for failing to live 
up to past promises of funds 
and resources. 

Thousands of people con¬ 
tinue to risk the dangerous 


journey daily. Greece recovered 
seven more bodies off the is¬ 
land of Lesbos Thursday after 
a migrant boat collision, and 
shivering newcomers streamed 
into Croatia. 

They are just some of the 
more than 500,000 people flee¬ 
ing war or poverty to enter 
Europe this year, most of them 
via Greece and Italy.

U.S. tank forces way

Intruders were 
probing earlier 
blast, staff told 

A medical charity whose hos¬ 
pital in northern Afghanistan 
was bombed by the U.S. mil¬ 
itary said on Thursday that 
a U.S. tank forced its way 
through the closed gates of 


the compound, contravening 
an agreement that they would 
be informed. 

Doctors Without Borders, 
also known as MSF, said they 
were informed after the “intru¬ 
sion” that it was by a delega¬ 
tion from a U.S.-NATO-Afghan 
team investigating the Oct. 3 
bombing of the hospital. 

The incident violated an 
agreement with investigators 
that MSF “would be given no¬ 


tice before each step of the 
procedure involving the organ¬ 
ization’s personnel and assets.” 

“Their unannounced and 
forced entiy damaged property, 
destroyed potential evidence 
and caused stress and fear,” it 
said in a statement.

Public dissection of 
lion sparks outrage 


DENMARK 

Zoo accused 
of having a lack 
of compassion 

A Danish zoo publicly dissected 
a year-old male lion Thursday, 
pulling out its blood-red organs 
to show a few hundred people — 
including children — an event 
met outside of Denmark with 
criticism and online protests. 

Adult spectators brought 
scarfs to their noses to ward 
off the pungent smell as they 
watched the dissection, con¬ 
sidered by many in this Scandi¬ 
navian country of 5.6 million to 
be an educational program. The 
event was deliberately scheduled 
to take place during the annual 
fall school holidays. 

A Brussels-based animal pro¬ 
tection group, however, sharply 
criticized Odense Zoo for kill¬ 
ing three healthy young lions 
this year. 

One of central Denmark’s 


most popular tourist attractions, 
the Odense Zoo has done pub¬ 
lic dissections for 20 years. On 
Thursday, scores of children 
stood around a table where the 
zoo had displayed a stuffed lion 
cub next to the lion being dis¬ 
sected. 

Odense Zoo employee Lotte 
Tranberg said the male lion and 
its two siblings were killed in 
February because they were 
getting sexually mature and 
could have started mating with 
each other and the zoo wanted 
to avoid inbreeding. They also 
could have killed each other 
because they would have been 
kept in the same enclosure, 
she said. 

On Faceboolc, a few dozen 
people on Thursday accused the 
zoo and Denmark of having a 
lack of compassion. But on the 
zoo’s Faceboolc page, ordinary 
Danes defended the dissection, 
asking English-speaking com¬ 
mentators whether they have 
ever been to a slaughterhouse.

House arrest for 
Oscar Pistorius

Cultural heritage 
sites threatened 


Oscar Pistorius, the double¬ 
amputee Olympic runner who 
shot his girlfriend to death on 
Valentine’s Day 2013, can leave 
prison and move to house ar¬ 
rest next week, South Africa’s 
Department of Corrections 
said Thursday. 

A parole board at the prison 
where Pistorius has served 
nearly a year of his five-year 
sentence for culpable homi¬ 
cide — comparable to man¬ 
slaughter — made the deci¬ 
sion. It came after an initial 
ruling to release the athlete 
in August was cancelled at the 
last minute after intervention 
by the justice minister. 

Pistorius was acquitted of 
murder last year for the shoot¬ 
ing death of Reeva Steenlcamp, 
but prosecutors have appealed 
that trial verdict and will seek 
a murder conviction again at 
South Africa’s Supreme Court 
on Nov. 3. 

The appeal will come just 
two weeks after Pistorius is 
freed next Tuesday. If Pistor¬ 
ius is convicted of murder by 
a panel of five judges at the 
appeal, he faces going back to 
prison for 15 years, the min¬ 
imum sentence for murder in 
South Africa, which no longer 
has the death penalty.

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Pistorius has maintained 
he thought Steenlcamp was 
an intruder in his Pretoria 
home and killed her by mis¬ 
take. Prosecutors said he shot 
her intentionally during an 
argument after she had fled 
to a bathroom stall. 

Pistorius, known as “Blade 
Runner” for his carbon-fiber 
running blades, gained world¬ 
wide fame when he ran against 
able-bodied athletes at the 
2012 London Olympics, the 
first amputee runner to com¬ 
pete at the games. 

The 28-year-old Pistorius is 
expected to serve his house 
arrest at his uncle’s mansion 
in an upmarket suburb of Pre¬ 
toria.

The New York-based preser¬ 
vation group began issuing its 
World Monuments Watch list 
in 1996 to call attention to im¬ 
portant landmarks threatened 
around the world in an effort to 
promote awareness and action. 

The organization listed the 
notorious Spac Prison in Al¬ 
bania for its advanced state of 
deterioration — a site the group 
said deserved to be saved as a

Valeant Pharmaceuticals stock 
plunged again Thursday after 
the company said U.S. federal 
prosecutors in Massachusetts 
and New York are seeking in¬ 
formation on its drug pricing, 
distribution and patient assist¬ 
ance program. 

The Quebec-based company, 
the largest drug company in 
the country, said most of the 
materials requested by the sub¬ 
poenas from the U.S. Attorney’s 
offices in the two states relate 
to the company’s patient as¬ 
sistance programs, including 


financial support provided for 
patients and pricing decisions. 

The U.S. Congress became 
interested in Valeant follow¬ 
ing its purchase of the heart 
drugs Nitropress and Isuprel 
and subsequent price increases, 
which ranged from a doubling 
to a more than tripling in price 
for the drugs. The drugs are ad¬ 
ministered in hospitals as part 
of a larger treatment protocol. 


$4.9 billion 


Valeant Pharmaceuticals 
said its overall $4.9 billion 
US in revenues in the first 
half of the year included 
only $126 million US from 
Nitropress and $121 
million US from Isuprel. 


Responding to a letter from 
Sen. Claire McCaslcill, Valeant 
chairman and CEO Michael 
Pearson said the higher list 
price for its two drugs won’t 
affect patients and will have a 
“limited impact” on hospital 
costs because reimbursements 
for procedures including these 
drugs from the patient’s in¬ 
surance provider or a federal 
health program won’t change. 

“Because these drugs are 
hospital-administered and gen¬ 
erally are not purchased dir¬ 
ectly, increasing the cost of the 
drugs to hospitals should not 
reduce patient access,” he said. 

Valeant said heavy discounts 
and price caps reduce the im¬ 
pact of high gross prices.

Look, perhaps it would be 
justifiable to take issue with 
Bautista’s bat flip if he busted 
that out in the middle of May 
against a team like the Oak¬ 
land Athletics in the seventh 
inning of a blowout game. 
Forget disrespectful. Then it 
would just look silly 

But this was Game 5 of the 
American League Division 
Series, winner take all. The 
Blue Jays trailed the series 2-0, 
looking dead and done, only 
to come roaring back to life, 
resurrecting fans who may 
have thought it was all over 
when the team departed for 
Texas for Games 3 and 4. 

The three-run Bautista ding¬ 
er broke open a 3-3 deadlock in 
the deciding game, providing 


the climax to the emotional — 
understatement — and now 
famous seventh inning. 

It involved one of the 
strangest plays, when Toronto’s 
Canadian catcher Russell 
Martin went to throw the ball 
back to the pitcher, hitting 
the bat of Rangers’ Shin-Soo 
Choo — a live ball — leading 
to the go-ahead run for Texas. 

A lengthy umpires’ review 
solidified the run, angering the 
Toronto crowd. 

With the lead and nine outs 
away from advancing, the 
Rangers then committed three 
errors in the bottom half of 
the inning, leading to the To¬ 
ronto comeback and Bautista’s 
dinger. The benches cleared 
— twice. This wasn’t ordinaiy. 
This was playoff baseball, if 
you’ll pardon the expression, 
on steroids. 

And the Bautista home run 
wasn’t just an ordinaiy home 
run. He’s hit plenty of those in 
his career with the Blue Jays. 

It was the biggest moment 


in Blue Jays histoiy since Joe 
Carter. 

The celebration that fol¬ 
lowed was of sheer passion. 

Sure, there are boundaries 
to celebrations. But how is 
Bautista tossing the bat any dif¬ 
ferent from the New England 
Patriots’ Rob Gronlcowski spik¬ 
ing the football like he’s trying 
to buiy it? 

If we demand our profes¬ 
sional athletes remain stoic 
and subdued in their greatest 
moments, the fun and emo¬ 
tion, which is what October 
baseball is all about, is removed 
from the experience. 

Robots don’t play the game. 
Humans do. And humans tend 
to celebrate great accomplish¬ 
ments. 

And that’s why people 
shouldn’t flip out over Bau¬ 
tista’s bat flip.

Government approach 
to science reads — 
sadly — like satire

It's been a great month for 
Canadian science. Queen's 
University physicist Arthur 
McDonald won the Nobel 
Prize for, as the citation reads, 
"the discovery of neutrino 
oscillations, which shows 
that neutrinos have mass." 
Curiosity-driven science done 
at the Sudbury Neutrino Ob¬ 
servatory; pure science done 
in Canada by a Canadian. 

Of course, pro forma con¬ 
gratulations were issued by 
the prime minister's office. 

But sometimes satire can 
reflect reality better than 
anything true. Consider the 
recent Beaverton headline, 
"Harper left wondering who 
let Nobel Prize winner Arthur 
McDonald talk to the media." 
It's not literally true. McDonald 
did his fair share of interviews 
talking about his work and 
stressing the importance of 
the government balancing 
basic and applied research. 

He didn't explicitly mention 
our government, but we all 
knew what he meant. 

The Nobel Committee has a 
history of making subtle polit¬ 
ical points with their choices. 
It's not hard to imagine they 
saw this election as an oppor¬ 
tunity to make a point about 
basic science while acknow¬ 
ledging a deserving Canadian. 

Back in 2013, Canada's 
National Research Council 
abandoned its balance of 
pure and applied research for 
a nearly exclusive focus on 
industry-driven work. As the 
new director at the time said. 



"Scientific discovery is not 
valuable unless it has com¬ 
mercial value." That's not how 
you discover neutrinos, or the 
principles of integrated cir¬ 
cuits that underlie our entire 
technological society. 

Another headline too good 
to be true, this from the Syrup 
Trap: "Government of Canada 
pledges $30 million to ignor¬ 
ing science." Again, we hear a 
deeper truth. From muzzling 
scientists, to dismantling 
the research libraries at the 
Department of Fisheries and 
Oceans, to cancelling the 
long-form census, to firing 
thousands of scientists and 
shuttering dozens of research 
programs, this government 
has been dead-set against the 
principles of open inquiry in 
science and society. 

And then there's "Tory 
candidate Sabrina Zuniga says 
ground will absorb oil spills." 
Oh, sorry, that's not satire. A 
Conservative candidate ac¬ 
tually said that. It's hard to be¬ 
lieve someone could be both 
so ignorant and contemptu¬ 
ous of public well-being. 

Is this the kind of country 
you want? Before you make 
your choice at the ballot box, 
research your preferred can¬ 
didate's views on science and 
open inquiry. And after the 
election, contact your new (or 
re-elected) MP to say you sup¬ 
port evidence-based decision¬ 
making in public policy.

cynical for del Toro’s tastes. Hor¬ 
ror hits Blade: Trinity and AVP: 
Alien vs. Predator went to dir¬ 
ectors David S. Goyer and Paul 
W.S. Anderson respectively when 
Guillermo declined because he 
was too busy getting his version 
of Hellboy to the screen. 

I asked him about that per¬ 
iod. “To get Hellboy made you 
turned down...” “A lot,” he said, 
finishing my sentence. 

More recently he walked away 
from The Hobbit, a decision he 
called “extremely painful,” and 
took a rain check on Star Wars: 
Episode VII The Force Awakens 
because “basically I have so much 


stuff already of my own, and I’m 
pursuing stuff that I’m generat¬ 
ing already.” 

One project has kept the del 
Toro fan base purring for years, 
a proposed version of Franken¬ 
stein. 

“This is the one that I pursue 
and drop. It’s daunting. This is 
the most important stoiy in the 
history of narrative. The most 
important book in my life is 
Frankenstein and the most im¬ 
portant movie is James Whale’s 
Frankenstein. 

“It’s like that girl you have 
been dating for 35 years and you 
can’t say, ‘Would you many me?’ 


“I read the book and realized 
nobody has done the book. It 
is amazing to me that nobody 
has done the emotions that are 
in the book. The way I want to 
treat the one I do is not to be 
slavish to the book but create 
the same effect the book has 
which is the incredible journey 
of the creature.” 

I ask if he has any second 
thoughts about the films he 
turned down. 

“Every movie I have left be¬ 
hind or not done I don’t regret 
at all but there’s one that I can’t 
help but wonder (about), Pris¬ 
oner of Azlcaban. I really loved 


the books. I don’t love all the 
movies but at that stage I saw 
the first two movies and they 
were a little too happy for me. I 
thought, ‘Do I really want to go 
on and try to change the entire 
universe like that?”’ 

The job of directing the third 


Harry Potter movie eventually 
went to one of del Toro’s friends, 
Alfonso Cuaron. “When I saw 
that movie I told Alfonso, ‘I love 
you and I hate you. You made a 
great movie.’ That’s the only one 
that went away that I will always 
wonder about.”

He did that 
so one day he’d have the op¬ 
portunity to stand before the 
nation and appeal to our bet¬ 
ter nature. That’s where the 
bullshit stops.” 

On Oct. 19, voters head to 
the polls and, in true Can¬ 
adian fashion, we decided to 
watch American movies about 
American elections and Amer¬ 
ican politicians — although 
our federal election has had 
its fair share of Hollywood- 
like scandalous moments: The 
Conservative MP who pulled 
out of the race after a video 
surfaced of him peeing into 
a mug; the Liberal MP who 
pulled out after old, offensive 
tweets were dug up; and Alex 
Johnstone, the NDP candidate 

— and a school trustee no less 

— who confessed she’d only 
just learned what Auschwitz 
was. 

But nothing as salacious as 
Donald Trump or Ben Carson, 
whose comments about the 
Nazis make Johnstone’s seem 
positively enlightened.

Winona Ryder has had her 
brushes with infamy and 
trouble, but when we speak, 
she’s gabby and funny, in part 
because she’s really into her 
new film Experimenter, a semi- 
experimental biopic about Stan¬ 
ley Milgram (played by Peter 
Sarsgaard), the psychologist 
who infamously tested people’s 
willingness to follow orders, 
no matter how inhumane they 
may be. 

Ryder plays Milgram’s de¬ 
voted wife Sasha, though she’s 
not just a typical movie spouse. 
It’s a chance to work with Sars¬ 
gaard and director Michael Al- 


mereyda (of the playful Ethan 
Hawke Hamlet), both longtime 
friends. 

I know you had a fairly atyp¬ 
ical childhood, growing up 
on a commune in Califor¬ 
nia... 

When I say I lived in a com¬ 
mune for four years, people 
think I was in a cult. (Laughs) 
And it was not a cult at all. 

It was seven families in the 
Redwoods in Mendocino. But 
my parents were definitely 
on the intellectual side of 
the hippie movement. They 
were more sort of observers. 
They were activists and stuff, 
but it’s interesting because 
in some sort of unconscious 
rebellion I stayed away from 
a lot of those things. 

Your form of rebellion 
would be doing the things 
most people do as rebellion. 

I never do yoga. We did it 
when we were kids. I don’t 
do it now. I probably should. 

I don’t do drugs. Drugs were 


not encouraged, but my 
parents did have the thing 
of, “Don’t get them on the 
street. If you’re really curious 
please come to us.” I think 
that’s a good attitude to have. 
But I didn’t want to. (Laughs). 

That’s odd, since Timothy 
Leary was your godfather. 

This is his watch. (Shows 
watch with no numbers on 
it) But he was more of a god¬ 
father to me. He was very 
protective. He never let any¬ 
one do anything around me. 
He would take me to baseball 
games, help me do my home¬ 
work. He was the opposite 
of what you’d think Timothy 
Leary was around me. But 
there were a lot of people 
around then. It’s a shame 
because at the time I didn’t 
know who any of them were. 
They were just grown-ups. I 
later found out one of them 
was John Lennon. (Laughs). 

Growing up, I imagine you 
were exposed to the stories

An experimental 
role for Sarsgaard

Peter Sarsgaard has played all 
over the place, from shy (Shat¬ 
tered Glass) to manic (Green Lan¬ 
tern) to killers (the third season 
of The Killing). But he says he’s 
closer — in a sense — to Stanley 
Milgram, the noted and contro¬ 
versial social psychologist he 
plays in the biopic Experimenter. 
Milgram’s most famous work 
found himself exploring obedi¬ 
ence to authority by having aver¬ 
age test subjects administer what 
they believed were shocks to 
strangers. In fact, it was all fake, 
there to see how far they would 
go. Sarsgaard would never do 
anything like that, but he did 
relate to the way Milgram was 
detached and cerebral, which 
also describes the film. 

The film uses unusual tech¬ 
niques. For one, there’s old- 
timey rear-screen projection 
when people are driving. What 
were those like for you acting? 
I’ve acted on stage. (Laughs) 
When you’re on stage you’re 
used to a different kind of 
reality. It’s like actors who’ve 
acted on green screen. They 


get used to that. Obviously the 
most easy to understand form 
of acting is two people in a 
room. You don’t see the cam¬ 
era and you’re having a con¬ 
versation the way you’d have 
in life. A Cassavetes film is like 
that, although there’s a kind 
of poetiy in that. It’s not the 
reality you and I are sitting in. 

It’s a heightened reality. 

Yeah. Actors typically like do¬ 
ing that kind of thing. This 
I really enjoyed doing. I’m a 
cerebral person, but I always 
knew the film needed some¬ 
thing else beyond the ideas 
that surrounded it. I was really 
interested in a guy who could 
be — by eveiything I read — 
so dispassionate about what 
he was observing. This is a guy 
whose background was a Jew 
who grew up in New York in 
the ’40s. Certainly some of the 
experiments of obedience to 
authority were influenced by 
what happened in Nazi Ger¬ 
many, for sure. But he never 
made that absolutely clear. He 
never said that was the point 
of his tests. There was never a 
political agenda. There was the 
dispassion of a trained scien¬ 
tist. I thought that was inter¬ 
esting to play as an actor.

Before we begin our interview, 
Jack Black lets it be known 
he’ll be doing it fully reclin¬ 
ing on a long stretch of sofa, 
staring at the ceiling. 

“This is awkward, but it’s 
the way it has to be,” he ex¬ 
plains. 

Black may be a bit exhausted 
from his work as a fictionalized 
version of author R.L. Stine 
in Goosebumps, an egoman- 
iacal, reclusive author whose 
devilish creations come to life 
and run amok on a small Dela¬ 
ware town. 

What do you think about 
the idea of being a recluse? 
Ever been tempted? 

I am a bit of a recluse. I can 
relate to that part of Stine’s 
personality. 

There’s part of that that 
just comes with the terri¬ 
tory. You get in your Holly¬ 
wood bubble and you tiy not 
to leave because you don’t 
want to have selfies and 
autographs. So yeah, I get it. 

But you’ve never gone full- 
on Howard Hughes? 

No. I don’t have those kinds 
of demons inside of me. At 
least not yet. Give me time. 

I’ll be bottling my piss in 
a few decades, I’m sure. If I 
live that long. 

You’re working with a lot of 
monsters who are not ac¬ 
tually physically there. 

Yeah, lots of special effects 
monsters and computer-gen¬ 
erated animation. 

Aside from King Kong, how 
much experience had you 
had with that? 

Well, that’s all I needed. 

King Kong was the king of 
all special effects movies. It 
wasn’t just King Kong that 
I was pretending to see, it 
was thousands of prehistoric 
insects and lizards all over 
the place. You just had to 
imagine the whole movie. 
Every shot of King Kong had 
a special effect in it. It was 
mind-boggling. 

So this was kind of easy 
in comparison. I was primed 
and ready. 


There are not as many 
special effects in this 
one, is what you’re 
saying. 

I mean, there’s tons in 
this movie, too. Those 
big set pieces are amaz¬ 
ingly good, especially 
when you consider the 
difference in budget be¬ 
tween this and King Kong, 
which was probably three 
times as expensive. 

Rob Letterman is a wizard. 
He knows that world so well, 
and he picked his moments 
wisely where to spend the 
money, you know? 

You’re playing this at a par¬ 
ticular level of bigness. How 
do you decide for each role 
how big to get? 

I don’t really think about the 
size of the dramatic levels. 

I mean, yeah, there’s giant 
creatures all over the place 
and the world is fantastical, 
so you can get away with a 
little more bombast and high 
drama in your performance, I 
suppose, but I was really just 
thinking about this character 
who is the genius writer who 
has these dark secrets and 
dark demons that he keeps 
hidden from the world. And 
for some reason that just said 
Orson Welles to me. 

That seemed like the per¬ 
fect person to model it after, 
so I watched Citizen Kane 
30 times and then went to 
the set. 

Did you discover anything 
about Citizen Kane you 
never noticed before? 

That it’s a f— ing great movie. 
That’s no newsflash, though. 
Eveiybody says it’s the best 
movie ever made. I discov¬ 
ered that Jack White has 
covered two songs from the 
movie. 

I can’t remember which 
songs exactly, but Google 
“Jack White Citizen Kane” 
and you’ll see. 

Orson Welles aside, I did 
feel a lot of Tenacious D 
in this performance, that 
particular bravado and self- 
regard. 

Right! Yes! I didn’t think 
about that, but there was a 
narcissism there that was 
consistent with Tenacious D. 

He’s the Kanye West of 
horror. 

Had you read the books? 

No, I didn’t. I just read the 
script and flipped over that, 
and for that reason I don’t 
think there’s any need to 
have read the books to enjoy 
the movie.

Director pulls the 
trigger on gangs

“The whole point of doing 
work is to surprise yourself and 
others,” says Deepa Mehta. The 
director of art house hits like 
Water, Bollywood/Hollywood 
and Midnight’s Children will 
certainly raise a few eyebrows 
with her new film Beeba Boys. 

The movie is a violent look 
at a Vancouver gang of second 
and third generation Indo-Can- 
adian criminals known as the 
Beeba Boys. It features the first 
car chase in any of her films 
and certainly contains more 
gunplay and violence than any 
other of her personal, intro¬ 
spective movies. 

“I’ve always been a sucker 
for gangster films,” she says. 
“Tarantino, eat your heart out.” 

The Toronto-based Mehta 
first became aware of Vancou¬ 
ver’s Sikh gangs from a CBC 
documentary. It’s a violent 
culture she says the rest of the 
country is largely unaware of 
— “after you cross the Rock¬ 
ies it’s like everybody has am¬ 
nesia about what happens in 
our own country” — but one 
that gripped her. 

“As a director it is really 
exciting for me to explore 
a world I don’t know much 
about. It is a learning process. 
Exploring this world of Beeba 


Boys, of gangsters, the search 
for identity, the desire to be 
seen, the looking for accept¬ 
ance is a world that is very 
familiar to me but the way it 
is told is completely unfamil¬ 
iar. That was exciting. 

“They’re not like the Mafia. 
They’re not at all like the 
Triads. They’re not at all like 
the Yalcuza and they’re not 


like the Hell’s Angels. They 
are very culturally based and 
I found that fascinating.” 

Whether it is a period piece 
or a modern day film, Mehta’s 
work turns the camera on her 
community and the underpin¬ 
nings of that culture. 

Critics have expressed sur¬ 
prise at Beeba Boys because 
when you put a gun in some¬ 


body’s hand in a Deepa Mehta 
movie that’s what draws all 
the attention. 

“I’m just happy they are 
talking about the film,” she 
says. 

“The ones who want to focus 
on the guns will focus on the 
guns and that’s fine. Each to 
their own. The ones who know 
my work and wish to see some¬ 
thing that is not just on the 
surface will see that it is a con¬ 
tinuation of my work. 

“Thematically it is a con¬ 
tinuation of everything I’ve 
done because it is a film about 
identity but the story is dif¬ 
ferent and the story calls for 
gangsters and of course they 
are not going to be carrying 
lollipops in their hands. Let’s 
get real.”

Idris Elba trades in sexy for scary

Actor takes on 
violent, gritty 
role in Beasts 
of No Nation 

With legions of fans calling for 
him to be the next James Bond, 
Idris Elba welcomed a chance 
to go against type and play a 
ruthless warlord in Beasts of 
No Nation. 

“It’s a compliment but I al¬ 
ways get told, ‘Oh, you’re hand¬ 
some. Yeah, sexy Idris,’ and I was 
like, ‘This guy’s not sexy. I want 
to play him,”’ said the strapping 
star at the Toronto International 
Film Festival. 

“There’s definitely, if you like, 
a cosmetic approach to this char¬ 
acter that I hadn’t done before, 
I think,” continued the London 
native, whose other characters 
have included a drug lord in 
HBO’s The Wire, a detective in 
the British series Luther and 
the title role in Mandela: Long 
Walk to Freedom. 

“(If audiences), let’s say my 
lady fans, will watch this film 
like, ‘Oh my God’ — job done, 
as far as I’m concerned. That’s 
what I tried to do.” 

In Beasts of No Nation, avail¬ 
able to stream on Netflix start¬ 
ing Friday, Elba plays the savage 
yet charismatic Commandant. 

He’s the chain-smoking head 
of a group of mercenary fight¬ 
ers during a civil war in an un¬ 
named West African countiy. 

Abraham Attah stars as the 
young protagonist, who flees 
his besieged refugee village only 
to be captured by Command¬ 
ant’s crew. 

Emmy Award winner Cary Fu- 
kunaga (True Detective, season 
1) wrote and directed the film,

on True Detective. 

Fulcunaga unflinchingly 
delves into the horrors of civil 
war in some scenes, depicting 
brutal violence inflicted by child 
soldiers. 

While such scenes might be 
tough to digest, he says they’re 
nothing compared to the real 
thing. 

“What I know of war, the lit¬ 
tle I’ve experienced in the con¬ 
flict zones I’ve been to and the 
research I’ve done, death is so 
much more gruesome than any¬ 


thing you’ve ever seen in a mov¬ 
ie or even in documentaries,” 
said the director of 201 l’s Jane 
Eyre and 2009’s Sin Nombre. 

“What I show in the film just 
barely creates the nausea that 
you would feel, the smell of 
death that you’d feel in a real 
place.” 

Fukunaga heard some film- 
goers at the Venice Film Festival 
walked out during a screening of 
his film, and conceded it “maybe 
pushes, for some people, too far.” 

“But it’s what I needed to 


show without it feeling, to me 
at least, false about the experi¬ 
ence that these children have 
to go through, the things these 
children are witnessing, the de¬ 
sensitization of these kids, even 
the adults who participate in 
these kinds of conflicts.” 

Elba said he studied the be¬ 
haviour and tactics of some 
dictators but he didn’t base 
Commandant on anyone in 
particular. 

Rather, he envisioned him 
like a preacher who rallies up 
his troops with sermons and 
chants.

Commandant, although he’s 
a military head, is the spiritual 
head as well, and that was a 
really interesting revelation for 
me,” said Elba.

wife — and as custom states, 
she must also be a Patel. 

Captured by his co-directing 
sister Geeta in Meet the Patels, 
we caught up with the siblings 
to talk about Ravi’s romantic 
global journey. 


When did you start to begin 
filming Ravi’s journey to 
find a wife? 

Ravi: We had a trip to India 
and Geeta had just finished 
her previous documentaiy 
(Project Kashmir) and she 
wanted to learn how to use 
a camera (and thought) I’ll 
film the family trip. 

Geeta: I’m just focusing and 
learning how to turn the 
camera on and he’s going 
‘don’t you think its weird 
that mom and dad don’t 
even know about Audrey 
(and now) they have this 
date they’re trying to set me 
up on — don’t you realize 
how weird our culture is?’ 
Ravi: Somewhere we started 
to see something in there.

Ravi: That’s another thing 
about this movie — it’s ^ 
really allowed us to 
see our parents for 
how wise they are. Its 
true, the Western no¬ 
tion of relationships 
is basically figure out 
as much as you can — 
make sure eveiy I is dotted, 
every T is crossed — once 
you feel really secure, then 
lets move forward. And (my 
dad) is like, no, that’s the 
whole point of a relation¬ 
ship. What you need to do 
is just get to a point where 
you both decide you’re will¬ 
ing to commit. 

And it clearly works 
because the other way 
around... 

Ravi: Ya, 50 per cent divorce 
rate!

What was your perspective 
on the crisis in 2009 or so? 

To be honest my expertise 
doesn’t lie in the ins and 
outs of the economic crisis 
and the crash. I know that in 
the U.K. the Occupy move¬ 
ment was just as strong as it 
was and is in the U.S. They 
camped out on the steps 
of St. Paul’s and there was 
a big debate about where 
they were coming from and 
whether they had anything 
to say or not. I believe they 
absolutely did, and do. As 
far as I can see, they were 
fighting for a reformation 


of a sick system, a sick and 
corrupt system that breeds 
selfishness and greed and 
separateness. 

Can an economic system have 
a survival instinct? 

Well, it’s fear of change, 
right? What would happen 
if it wasn’t this system? We 
would have to start again. 
And we don’t like different, 
no. “Why would we want 
to go with different? This 
works! It does f— ing work, 
ignore the people who are 
dying.” Ignore the people 
who are getting hooked on 


drugs because they can’t 
bear the pain of living a life 
unsupported by the Amer¬ 
ican dream that claims they 
can be whatever the f— they 
want to be, which is bulls— 
... We’re not supposed to 
be whatever we want to be, 
we’re supposed to be our¬ 
selves. Each person has a 
very specific thing to do on 
this planet. That’s my belief. 
You’re not going to be Kanye 
West, you’re not going to be 
Jay-Z. You’re going to be you 
if you f—ing work at you. 
Wfiy would you want to be 
anyone else?

Authorities are retracing Lamar 
Odom’s $75,000 visit to the 
brothel where he was found 
unconscious as the former NBA 
and reality TV star remains hos¬ 
pitalized and the Kardashians 
spar with the brothel owner 
over media attention surround¬ 
ing the ordeal. 

There’s been no official word 
on Odom’s condition, but the 
Rev. Jesse Jackson visited him 
Wednesday and said he’s on 
life support. 

Odom’s grandmother, Flor¬ 
ence Odom, declined to com¬ 
ment on his status Thursday, 
saying she was becoming dis¬ 
tressed at unfounded specula¬ 
tion that her grandson would 
be taken off life support. His 
father, Joe Odom, also declined 
to discuss his condition. 

Nye County law enforcement 
and brothel officials said Odom’s 
incident was a rarity for the Love 
Ranch, in the rural community 
of Crystal, and have summed 
it up as a possible drug-related 
medical episode. 

“We’re going to be looking 
at the entire situation, how he 
actually came to be where he 
is now,” Nye County Sheriff 
Sharon Wehrly said at a Wed¬ 
nesday news conference. 

Odom was found uncon¬ 
scious at the brothel Tuesday 
with white and reddish sub¬ 
stances coming from his nose 
and mouth. His breathing was 
consistent, but he seemed to be 
in a deep sleep-lilce state, Hunt¬ 
er said. He was to be flown by 
helicopter about 130 km south¬ 
east to Las Vegas but had to be 
taken by ambulance because 
he couldn’t fit into the aircraft. 

Authorities took a blood sam¬ 
ple from Odom to find out if he 
overdosed on drugs or alcohol, 
but the results could take sev¬ 
eral weeks, the associated press

Khloe Kardashian was a reality TV 
star. Lamar Odom was a star ath¬ 
lete. Their whirlwind romance 
was tailor-made for titillation. 

They met at a party and, with¬ 
in four weeks, went from giddy 
lovers to newlyweds, with their 
wedding showcased in 2009 on 
Keeping Up with the Kardashians. 
Four years and a spinoff reality 
show later, they were headed 
to a divorce that she instigated. 

The relationship, hatched in 
the ghtteiy wealth and designer- 
label cocoon of the family’s E! 
television series, became shad¬ 
owed by his problems and her 
unhappiness. 

But Kardashian, who has 
said that she never stopped 
caring, rushed to the hospital¬ 
ized Odom’s side after he was 
found unconscious at a Nevada 
brothel. And, with their divorce 
not completed, she may yet hold 
decisions about his medical care 
in her hands: Nevada law gives 
a spouse top decision-making

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power when a patient is incapa¬ 
citated. 

Though the divorce proceed¬ 
ings plodded along, Kardashian 
never really let go. Odom and 
their failed relationship, and 
what she considers his failings, 
“will weigh on me for the rest 
of my life,” she said on Keeping 
Up last season. 

“That wasn’t what I wanted, 
so for the rest of my life I’m go¬ 
ing to deal with that and wony 
about him and think about him 
and want just to protect him,” 
she said. 

Initially, however, it was the 
couple’s playfulness that was 
strenuously on display in Khloe & 
Lamar, which launched in 2011 
and aired for two seasons. 

But frustrations set in. They 
were unable to conceive a child, 
something that apparently 
weighed on both of them. In¬ 
stead, they produced a perfume 
called Unbreakable Bond. 

Their marriage became in¬ 
creasingly defined by his per¬ 
sonal and career woes. His NBA 
career, which included winning 
two championship seasons with 
the Los Angeles Lakers, was 
crumbling. A 2011 trade to the 
Dallas Mavericks left him de¬ 
pressed, and a stint with the 
Clippers proved the end of his 
NBA career. 

A month later, he was arrested 
for investigation of drunken driv¬ 
ing in Los Angeles, later pleading 
no contest and receiving three 
years’ probation. 

And on an episode of Keeping 
Up that aired last season. Kar¬ 
dashian told Brody Jenner she 
was keeping a painful secret of 
infidelity to herself. 

“No one knew until he got so 
sloppy and started messing with 
all those girls and all those girls 
want to do is their 10 seconds of 
fame. I can’t really talk about it. 
I’m going to start ciying,” she

If you're not a fan, even a little will leave a bad taste in your 
mouth. The Cons don't support proportional representation, 
but it's essential for a democratic cheeseboard, so grab a big 
chunk of Bleu Benedictin. "It's arguably Canada's most famous 
blue cheese," he says, "and it crumbles as easily as the Con¬ 
servatives' approval rating!" 


Pair it with: A late-harvest Riesling or your favourite ice wine. 


"Canada's oldest political party 
deserves a mature cheese — 
preferably one with a little sex 
appeal, like its floppy haired 
leader," says Rusich. Bothwell 
Red Wine Extra Old Cheddar 
is a celebratory choice that 
reflects the Grits' recent gains 
in the polls. 


Pair it with: A bold Cab Sauv 
from Niagara.

Once-upon-a-federal-election, 
Rusich would have suggested 
a strong, unique "love-or-hate 
type of cheese" with an orange 
rind, like OKA Classique.

Pair it with: An unoaked 
Chardonnay. 


"We can all agree that Eliza¬ 
beth May has helped the 
Green Party appear less hippy 
dippy and more multi-platform 
than ever thought before," 
says Rusich. "We can also all 
agree that it's still a grassroots 
underdog." Farm House Heidi 
is a Gruyere-like cheese with 
rich flavour and a pleasantly 
grassy taste that comes from 
May's home province, B.C. 

Pair it with: A dark and 
heavy stout, like Mill Street's 
Oatmeal Stout. 


"Laliberte is a Canadian Grand 
Prix of Cheese winner, and 
a creamy companion to any 
cheese board," says Rusich. 
"In fact, it's so good it might 
be best to separate it from 
the rest of your election- 
themed cheeses — to protect 
its unique and independent 
identity, of course." 

Pair it with: A bubbly, like 
Henry of Pelham's Cuvee 
Catharine Rose Brut. 


Bummed that your favour¬ 
ite party lost? Sad about our 
first-past-the-post system? Dis¬ 
appointed in yourself for not 
casting a ballot at all? Can¬ 
adian elections leave plenty of 
room for disappointment, but 
there is a homegrown (tem¬ 
porary) cure for your electoral 
woes, and you don't have to 
wait for the next campaign to 
try it: whisky. Rusich recom¬ 
mends Tap 357 Maple Whisky 
to soften the political blows. 

Pair it with: Bitter tears.

It’s fun asking guests to ac¬ 


cessorize with the colours of 
their preferred party, or to play 
election prediction games with 
Oscars-style scorecards says 
Rusich, but don’t push for spe¬ 
cifics. “Voting can be very a 
personal choice for some and 
they may feel uncomfortable 
divulging (their) decisions in 
a room full of people.”

“Have you ever been to Japan?” 
The former Canadian embassy 
worker and I were talking at a 
music industiy event. “It’s as 
close as you can get to Mars with¬ 
out leaving the planet.” He meant 
no insult; he was just tiying to 
convey how different Westerners 
find fife in cities like Tokyo and 
Osaka. He paused. “And don’t 
get me started on idol bands.” 

Ah, the idol. This is a pecu¬ 
liar Japanese construct with 
no analogue in this part of the 
world. Think of it as a media 
personality — often but not ex¬ 
clusively a musical group—who 
is marketed for their cuteness, 
youth, sweetness, innocence and/ 
or coolness. Idol groups are like 
manufactured boy or girl bands 
but created at an industrial level 
by talent agencies, promoters 
and even corporations. 

It’s not what anyone would 
called “serious” music, but the 
idol industiy is seriously popu¬ 
lar and an extremely profitable 
part of Japanese music culture. 

For example, there’s Morning 
Musume, who have been around 
forever and hold the record for 
the most consecutive Top 10 sin¬ 
gles for a Japanese artist with 10. 

AKB48 is the biggest idol 
group with at least 140 mem¬ 
bers (no, that’s not a typo) and 
domestic sales far north of $200 
milhon. 


Then there’s Babymetal which 
features three moppets sing¬ 
ing and dancing in front of a 
fierce death metal band. Once 
you get over the shock of the 
cute pop vocals vs. metal guitars 
juxtaposition, it’s impossible to 
look away. 

Even more extreme is Lady- 
baby (more J-pop than idol, 
but still) featuring Ladybeard, 
a metal-singing, cross-dressing 
ex-professional wrestler from 
Australia boolcended by two ador¬ 
able schoolgirls. The effect is like 
a concussion grenade. 


My latest discovery is The 
West Japan Hamburgirl Z, a 
15-member girl group who sing 
songs and dance dances inspired 
solely by a love of hamburgers. 

When they perform live, each 
member has a different burger 
ingredient on her head, ranging 
from the expected (a beef patty, 
which is Riinya’s thing, making 
her the front person, I guess) 
to the veiy Japanese (eggplant, 
Awajishima fish). And before you 
ask, Hamburgirl Z does have a 
bacon specialist: Tsuumin, who 
says her favourite word is “Thank 


you.” 

As is the custom with idol 
bands, each member is also given 
a specific identity to help us tell 
them apart. Riinya for example, 
is partial to horse sashimi. Her 
motto is “If you believe, anyone 
can be Cinderella.” 

Trust me: Whatever NASA 
discovers on Mars the Japanese 
idol industry will have it beat.

TRIAL 

Jay Z testifies in 
copyright case 


Jay Z told a jury Wednesday that 
he believes he has a valid license 
to use Arabic music featured on 
his 1999 hit Big Pimpin’ that is 
now the subject of a copyright 
infringement trial. 

The superstar spent roughly 
90 minutes testifying in a fed¬ 
eral court, recounting his life, 
success and the creative process 
that led him and music producer 
Timbaland to create Big Pimpin’. 

Jay Z and Timbaland are being 
sued by an heir of Baligh Ham- 
di, an Egyptian composer who 
created the 1957 hit Khosara 
Khosara that has elements fea¬ 
tured in the rapper’s hit. 

The rapper, whose real name 
is Shawn Carter, used one of his 
old CDs — introduced into evi¬ 
dence by a lawyer for Hamdi’s 
family—to illustrate his point. 

“We have the rights as you 
can see on the bottom of the 
CD,” Carter told jurors, refer¬ 
encing liner notes that credits 
Khosara Khosara. 

The rapper mixed his testi¬ 
mony with no-nonsense, one- 
word answers, humility about 
his success and humorous mo¬ 
ments. 

When Pete Ross, the lawyer 
for Hamdi’s nephew, attempted 
to show him a passage in a book 
Carter had written about his 
lyrics, the performer wryly 
said, “You can read it from over 
there.” 

The courtroom burst into 
laughter, as it did again when 
Carter was asked by his own at¬ 
torney about artists whose ca¬ 
reers he had fostered, including 
Rihanna, J. Cole and Kanye West. 

“Some people may have heard 
of him,” Carter’s attorney, An¬ 
drew Bart, said of West. 

“One or two,” Carter re¬ 
sponded. “He’s running for 
president.” 

The rapper was more ser¬ 
ious when questioned about 
the rights to Khosara Khosara, 
which he said he thought had 



been properly negotiated after 
issues were raised following the 
release of Big Pimpin’. 

Lawyers for Carter and Tim¬ 
baland, whose real name is Tim¬ 
othy Mosley, told jurors on Tues¬ 
day that Hamdi’s family had 
been repeatedly paid for the 
use of Khosara Khosara. Four 
notes from the song’s 74 notes 
are repeated throughout Big 
Pimpin’, a music expert testi¬ 
fied Wednesday. 

Carter said Mosley introduced 
the Khosara Khosara melody to 
him just as he was about to leave 
a meeting. He said there wasn’t 
anything like it on the radio at 
the time, and he put together 
the bulk of the song over the 
next few hours. Carter sang the 
producer’s praises, calling him a 
genius whose work transcends 
any one genre. 

Jurors on Wednesday also 
heard from experts on Egyptian 
law and a videotaped depos¬ 
ition of Hamdi’s nephew, Osama 
Ahmed Fahmy. Fahmy testified 
that he never contacted Carter, 
Mosley or numerous music com¬ 
panies he sued before filing suit 
in 2007, calling the case “the 
work of an attorney.” 
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Now’s the time.

Housing too diverse 
for simple analysis 


Alberta is home to several local markets 


Though national observers are increasingly 
keen to discuss and dissect Alberta’s hous¬ 
ing market, a closer look at the numbers 
suggests the province is home to several 
local markets, says Scott Bollinger, ComFree 
Commonsense Network’s licensed associate 
broker. 

“We see lots of things in the Toronto 
media about the Alberta market — it’s 
cooling, it’s crashing, it’s bottomed out and 
will rebound with oil, it’s this, that, and the 
other,” Bollinger says. 

“But the only question that’s really rel¬ 
evant is, What’s happening locally?’ Alberta 
is too diverse and its big markets separated 
by too much empty space to create a cohesive 
and coherent provincial market.” 

For context, Bollinger points to statistics 
released recently by the big real estate boards 
in Edmonton and Calgary. 

In Edmonton, for example, September 
sales of all residential properties sunk 
about seven per cent year over over, but the 
average price remained essentially flat at 
$364,203. 

In Calgary, September sales of all resi¬ 
dential properties plunged 32 per cent, and 
average prices dropped about six per cent to 
$457,658. 

Bollinger says that a recent report com¬ 
piled by CBRE Group shows Calgary has the 
highest concentration of oil and gas jobs — 
8.5 per cent — of any city in North Amer¬ 
ica. Bollinger says it stands to reason that 
Calgary is seeing drops in both sales figures 
and average prices. 

“But to say all of Alberta is a uniform real

estate market? It’s not accurate, and I think it 
does a bit of a disservice to folks who might 
want to invest here, move here, or sell their 
homes here,” Bollinger says. 

He says Edmonton’s economy, for example, 
is likely better poised to weather low oil 
prices because of its strengths in banking, 
construction, government, and health care. 

“That city’s chief economist just said Ed¬ 
monton is likely to skirt a recession this year. 
Its economy might even grow slightly. And 
that all has a moderating effect on housing 
prices compared to its big sister city to the 
south.” 

Bollinger says Calgary’s housing market 
traditionally sees “higher highs and lower 
lows” than Edmonton’s. 

“It’s just another reason we should look 
at big headlines about Alberta’s housing 
market with a grain of salt.”

There’s really no bad time to 
visit the Outer Banks in North 
Carolina, but the shoulder sea¬ 
sons offer summer-like temper¬ 
atures (at least from a Canadian 
perspective) without all the sum¬ 
mer crowds. 

One of the best ways to experi¬ 
ence this giant sandbar in the 
Atlantic Ocean is road-tripping 
“up the beach,” stopping along 
the way to hike, bike, kayak, surf 
or hang-glide. 

The Outer Banks is a chain of 
barrier islands linked by coastal 
highway NC12, home to some 
of the largest tracts of undevel¬ 
oped beaches in the country. That 
means no hotels, resorts, restau¬ 
rants, shops or hawkers lining 
the beach — just sand and sea. 

The four islands, collectively 
known as OBX, are home to half 
a dozen national and state parks, 
with six towns and 12 coastal 
villages to explore. On the east¬ 
ern side, you’ll find sand dunes 
and the pounding surf of the 
Atlantic Ocean — perfect for 
surfing. On the west side, you’ll 
find the Sounds, with calmer 
water ideal for sea kayaking and 
windsurfing. 

Getting there 

Fly into Raleigh and rent a car 


(make arrangements to drop off 
the car at the airport in Norfolk, 
Va., if you don’t want to back¬ 
track). It’s a two-hour drive from 
the airport to Little Washington, 
one of America’s coolest small 
towns and worth a stop for the 
night; it’s another two hours to 
the Swan Quarter feny (book 
a spot in advance), which will 
drop you off in Ocracoke at the 
southern tip of the Outer Banks. 

Ocracoke 

Ocracoke Island offers a 16-mile- 
long stretch of beach along the 
Atlantic Ocean — all part of the 
Cape Hatteras National Seashore. 
It’s perfect for water sports; take 
surf lessons with Ride the Wind 
(which also offers paddleboard 


yoga). Or head over to the Sounds 
for sea kayaking (Ride the Wind 
Kayak Trips offers guided full 
moon tours). In town, hike or 
bike out to Springer’s Point 
through centuries-old oak trees 
dripping with moss, to the beach 
where the infamous pirate Black- 
beard was beheaded in a bloody 
battle. 

The village of Ocracoke has a 
laid-back, island vibe, and locals 
are proud of the fact there are 
no chains here; all the shops and 
restaurants are locally owned. 
Explore this quirky town on foot 
or by bike, and stay in a restored 
island cottage or cozy B&B (like 
The Cove, which offers beach 
chairs and bikes).

Work those glutes by climbing 
the striped Cape Hatteras Light¬ 
house — the tallest beacon in 
North America at 210 feet — at 
night, under a full moon. Or go 
on a trail ride through maritime 
forest and along the seashore 
with Equine Adventures. 


Rest up at the Inn on Pamlico 
Sound, a European-style bou¬ 
tique hotel with coastal charm, 
which offers sweeping views of 
the Pamlico Sound. Head down 
to the dock and learn to kite- 
board, walceboard, windsurf or 
stand-up paddleboard. If you’re 
experienced, you’re welcome to 
bring your own equipment and 
use on-site storage. 

Kitty Hawk and Duck 

As you drive up the beach, stop 
along the way for a swim or ex¬ 
plore a nature trail. Once you 
reach Kitty Hawk, take a hang¬ 
gliding lesson — after all, the 
wind and sand brought Wilbur 
and Orville Wright here, where 
they achieved the first successful 
airplane flight in 1903 (there’s 
a Wright Brothers National Me¬ 
morial along NC12). 

Take a lesson with Kitty Hawk 
Kites in Jockey’s Ridge State 
Park, where you’ll hang-glide 
down the face of the tallest sand 
dunes on the East Coast. There’s 
also kite flying, hiking and picnic 
facilities in this 426-acre park. 

Treat yourself to a stay at the 
Sanderling Resort in Duck, with 
views of both the Atlantic Ocean 
and Currituck Sound — which 
means you can watch the sun¬ 
rise and sunset over water. With 
touches like a tranquility pool 
and evening s’more bonfires, 
and serving up coastal cuisine 
in a former life-saving station, 
it’s a great way to wrap up your 
road trip in style (and rest your 
aching muscles). 

From here, it’s a two-hour 
drive to Norfolk, where you’ll 
leave the crashing waves be¬ 
hind for ... traffic, crowds and 
concrete.

NEW EXHIBITION 

Fashion 
museum opens 
with Oscar de 
la Renta tribute 

A new museum focusing on 
international fashion has 
opened in Atlanta. 

The first exhibition at SCAD 
FASH features more than 80 
Oscar de la Renta designs and 
opened to the public this month 
on the Atlanta campus of the 
Savannah College of Art and 
Design. The pieces come from 
the school’s permanent col¬ 
lection and donations from 
collectors and celebrities who 
worked with de la Renta before 
his death in 2014. 

De la Renta was a frequent 
donor to SCAD’s collections and 
the natural choice for the open¬ 
ing, said Laurie Ann Farrell, 
executive director of museums 
and exhibitions and curator of 
the showing. She hopes visitors 
whether casual observer or de¬ 


voted student will learn some¬ 
thing about design. 

“Everybody selects their 
clothes as one way of signi¬ 
fying their identity,” Farrell 
said. “Even if somebody doesn’t 
consider themselves a fashion 
aficionado, I think they can 
come in and be inspired by 
what different designers have 
done through the years.” 

The pieces on display in At¬ 
lanta until Dec. 31 cover decades 
of work, from a 
1965 black cash- 
mere dress with a 
white satin collar 
and waist bow to 
a silk colour-block 
gown designed 
by creative dir¬ 
ector Peter Cop¬ 
ping for fall 2015 
and worn at the 
Emmy awards by 
actress Maggie 
Gyllenhaal. 

Student-docents hold iPads 
with information about each 
garment as they guide visitors 
through the 10,000-square-foot 
space, winding through curved 


galleries and small rooms fea¬ 
turing a source of inspiration 
for the designer. A white, mir¬ 
rored room contains romantic 
wedding gowns and a silk-pat¬ 
terned dress inspired by Marie 
Antoinette while a nearby plat¬ 
form holds a gathering of black 
and red flamenco-inspired gar¬ 
ments with dramatic ruffles and 
other flourishes. 

The museum galleiy opens 
up to a film salon holding cush¬ 
ioned ottomans and 
sofas facing a 90-inch 
screen surrounded 
by backlit book¬ 
shelves. SCAD also 
plans to hold show¬ 
ings and lectures 
either connected or 
not to the clothing 
exhibits. 

“Designers are art¬ 
ists,” Farrell said. “As 
a visual experience 
alone, I think people 
can walk away with a deeper 
understanding of how a house 
evolves over time but maintains 
that classic elegance.”

“It’s such a fast game, and 
they can’t be in great position 
all the time.” 

In the first game under the 
NHL’s new coach’s challenge 
system for goaltender inter¬ 
ference and offside situations, 
Montreal Canadiens forward 
Tomas Plelcanec interfered with 


Bernier. Some quick work from 
Leafs assistant Andrew Brewer 
led to coach Mike Babcock initi¬ 
ating the first challenge and Jeff 
Petiy’s goal being overturned. 

The Blues weren’t as for¬ 
tunate when they tried a few 
days later. Teams are 2-for-5 on 
coach’s challenges through the 
first week under the new sys¬ 
tem — 2-for-4 on goalie inter¬ 
ference and 0-for-l on offside 
plays. 

The first impression of chal¬

Toronto 
led the series 3-1 before the Royals clawed back to win the 
next three games and advance to the World Series, which the 
Royals ultimately won over St. Louis. Kansas City hasn't been 
able to win MLB's championship trophy since, and has been 
back to the final only once — last season. 


Q No one wants it more 


Before this post-season 
began, the position 
player with the most 
games played without 
a playoff appearance 
was Royals outfielder 
(and former Blue Jay) 
Alex Rios with 1,691. 
Toronto's Jose Bautista 
was second (1,403) 
while Blue Jays slugger 
Edwin Encarnacion was 
third (1,353). All three 
players, aged 34, 32, 
and 32 respectively, 
have waited more 
than a decade for their 
chance at post-season 
ball and none have 
disappointed so far. 
Rios is batting .286 with 
a couple RBIs through 
five ALDS games for 
Kansas City, Bautista 
has hit two homers

Tensions ran high in a game at Rogers

Ingredients 

I • 1 cup basmati rice 
' • 2 chicken breasts, cut into bite- 
sized pieces 

• 1 Tbsp vegetable oil 

• 1 onion, sliced 

. • 2 garlic cloves minced 
| • 1-2 tsp curry powder or paste 

• 1 tsp soy sauce 

| • 2/3 cup of coconut milk 
I • 2/3 cup of chicken stock 

• 1 large apple, peeled and sliced

• 1 cup of frozen peas 

• 1/4 cup of plain yogurt 

Directions 

1. Prepare rice according to 
package instructions. 

2. Brown the chicken in a bit 
of vegetable oil in large skillet. 
Add the onions and cook for 
about 5 more minutes. Then 
add the garlic and the curry and 
cook for another minute. 

3. Add the coconut milk, chicken 
stock and soy and stir together. 

4. Add the apple pieces and sim¬ 
mer for 5 minutes. Add the peas 
and allow them to warm through. 
Check to see that the chicken 
has cooked through. 

5. Serve the curry over rice and 
top it with a bit of yogurt.
